Storms--and terrible ones into the bargain— 
have been the order of the day in France for 
some weeks, casing widespread destruction, 
and killing many people. Not for many years

but a small place of 7,000 inhabitants, and 
situated in the Jepartement of the Sarthe, 
Abont two o'clack in the ‘afternoon, the town— 
whick is now a mass of ruins—was visited by an 


extraordinarily violent orage, rain falling inj. 


cessuntly. Ax the storm increased, the sual] 
river the Dive rose rapidly. Tho bursting of 
adam wall situated just above the town trans- 
formed what at ordinary times weuld bo o 
stream not more than siz feet wide and thirty 
inches dep inta a raging torrent, sproading ont 
tou width of 13) yards in the space of a few 
minutes, carrying everything before it, 


Thrilling incidents followed. as well” as 
gallant reeenes. Houses, trees, horses, carts, and 
xattle were swept away with lightning rapidity, 
defore suybody. could reseue thom. A great 
windmill hud been carried away bodily from its 
position, and did considerable damage as it wont 
bumping through the whole of Mamors, nearly 
nanilo in length, The roofs of the college, the 
hospitul aud the-whushouses were torn off, the 
railway line was washed, wp, and a mass of 
timber in 2 timber-yurd was swept four miles 
away. ‘The rise of the river was so terribly 
sudden that miany persons had no time to 
eseapo, several’ being drowned in their houses, 
Heartvending scenes occurred in the almshouses 
and hospitals, whero,. in spite of every effort 
mado to save the aged and infirm, many wero 
drowned in thelr beds. Civilians and soldiers 
-dixployed wonderful courage in their attempts 
at resera, Had it not been for thom quite two 
hundred: lives ‘would have been lost. As it 
was, some thirty persons were killed, the

A CHINESE TRAIT, 

Av incident occurred lately nour Samchun 
which shows a strange trait in tho Chineso 
character. As many in-dLonykong will know. 
passengers are brought down from the Customs 
Station in hoatsto mest the Hongkong launches,

The facts of the caso were that the property 
had been leased to the appellant by the Crown 
lessee, and that the appellant had in turn let it 
to the respondents. The respondents carried 
on the trade of boilermaking, and for the 
purpose of their trade they obtained leave fiom 
the appellant to remove certain doors and walls 
in the two houses, with regard -to which “a 
special ngreement was entered into as follows: — 
The Kwong Shang Lung Hing Ki has rented 
the whole premises of Nos, 104 und 106, Station 
Street, Yaumati. In future when the firm 
romoves and discontinnes to rent the shops al 
the upper and lower walls aud doors must be 
replaced by them as they were originilly before 
the shop could be treated as tukon hack, If the 
landlord takes back the shops to rent them to 
other persons the suid walls and doors need not 
be repaired, If the laws of the Hongkong 
Government prohibit the working of the shop 
the said walls and doors must be replaced by the 
tenunt. This was entered info to prevent 
future disputes. , 

My. Slade stated that, atthe time the agree- 
ment wax entered into it was known 
that tho Government were - taking steps 
to prohibit noisy trades, and for thy purpuses of 
providing against Joss the agreement was en- 
tered into. -'Somo time after the beginning of 
last year the Crown Lessco received a notice 
fromthe Colonial Secretury io the effect that 
onthe premises at Nos, 104 and 106, Station 
Streot, Yuumati, a noisy trade was being carried 
on withont a licence frow the Governmen t, 
which was in contravention of the convention 
under which the Crown Lease was issued, Un- 
less snch contravention was discontinued before 
the end of 190-4 the Crown would tuke stops to 
re-énter the Jand. The Crown Lessee passed 
the letter on to the appellant, who in turn 
handed it to the respondent, at the sume time 
telling him that unless the trade was stopped 
the Government would cancel the lease for the 
land.” Under those circamstances Mr. Slade 
submitted thut it was for the tenant to replace 
the doors und walls which he had removed. Fle 
dubmitted the decision of the Puisne Judge 
was wrong, whether in point of fact: or in 
point of law ho could not say, but it seemed to 
him that the action was ono of those mixtures 
of law and fact, . 

The Chief Justico—What you appeal on is 
the meaning of the agreement, That is a poin t 
of law. , 

Mr. Slade said it was partly p question of law 
and partly of fact. 

The Chief Justice pointed-out that the 
plaintiff himself had stated that this was a 
monthly tenancy and had heen shown the keiter 
from the Government und told to go. “It was 
quite clear that the landlord hid to protect him- 
self und tald these people to go Heeause the 
Crown had given notice that the trade must be 
stopped. There was a stipnlition in the loase 
that if the lessee curried on a noisy trade he 
must get a licence from the Crown or elxe the 
Government would re-enter. ‘Thut was 2 special 
agreement. Tt was not the law. The Govern- 
ment wrote in Janusry, 1904, stating that the 
premises wore being used fora noisy tradewith-_ 
out a licence from the Governmont and in con- 
travention of the covenant contained in the 
Crown lease, and that unless such contravention 
weasod before Ist December, 1904, the Crown 
would re-outer upon the premises. 

Mr, Slade argued that this agreement , was 
mude in anticipation of the exact circumstances 
which took place. The term “law” used in the 
agreomont would mea: wn order of the English 

Government, When the lundlord told the 
tenant that he had to go there was no xpecific 
time mentioned by him. hero was no legal 
notice of the contravention at the ond of Decem. 
bor, because it was given in the middle of the

The Chief Justice said he took the first section 
of the ugreement to mean that if tho tenant 
gave notice of removal Le must repair the pre- 
mises to the extent to, which lie had ultered the 
doors and walls. The second’ section was that 
if the landlord gave the teuant notice to quit 
the tenant nee’ not do uny repuirs. The third 
section meant thatif the law prevented thé work 
being carried on the repairs must be done by the 
tenant. That might mean cither ‘that an 
Ordinance was passed prohibiting noisy trades. 
‘or an injunction was tukeu by some person 
against the trade being carried on. 

Mr. Slade contended that that was putthig 
upon the language of the agreement the most 
technical construction and obscuring the original 
meaning, An exact parallel would be for Jiis 
Lordship to tell him that.if. he did not stop 
talking within so muny minutes he would be

trades, They did not seem to want to proceed 
harshly; for they gave two yeurs' notice to the 
people beforehund so that they might ‘look 
out for suitable premisos. On Ist December, 
1902, the Government gave notice to the 
Crown lesseo in this case. that a noiny trado 


was 


was being carried on in tho premises of 
which he was the registered owner, without a 
licence aud in contravention of the luws of the 
‘YJand and of the coveiunt contained inf the Crown 
lease ; and-that unless such contravention ceased 
before Ist Decembér, 1904, tho Crown would 
praceed to re-enter upon the premises pursuant 
to the conditions of the Crown lease. The lettor 
containing this notice was handed by the Crown 
lessee to the sub-lesseo, the laudlord in this case, 
who went to the tenant, showed it to him and 
told him to go.

Indeed the law of 
the English Government in its broadest 
interpretation did mot stop them from 
working soveral months later, Therefore 
instead of waiting until that law stopped them 
from working, the lessee, as soon ak he got this 
letter. went and saw the tenant and eaid he had 
to go. The tenant looked about. for new pre. 
mises. He paid his rent up to the end of the 
month, although he had gone’ in the middle of 
the month, Plaintiff claimed $587, being $192 
for four months’ rent and the balance for breach 
-of coutruct to put the premises into repair. Was 
thore such a breach of contract? He thought that 
if a person had come down and got an injunction 
against him und-r the ordinary law the tenunt 
would have hud to do the ropuirs, If an 
Ordinance had heen passed saying thet within 
a certain radius no boiler-making ostablishments 
could be carried on, under those circumstances 
the law of the British Government would have 
stepped in and he would have Lad to repair. 
Neither of- these things happened. He was 
told to go, tho reason being that the landldrd is 
afraid thatif ho does not comply with the law, 
his Crown lease would be endangered.
